A feed.is generally valu- 
able -in proportion -to-the amount of 
protein it contains, ,Cottonseed meal 
is one of the very richest-feeds in pro-, 
tein and itsis a yery cheap source of 
this valuable food ingredient. In cat- 


tle feeding, cottcnseed meal is used |)

The length of the irrigating 
eanals near this river is now more 
than 1,000 miles, and more than 
1,600,000 acres of. land have been 
brought under the system. During 
the last 50 years the work has con- 
stantly gome on, till now there are 
many large systems irrigating a total 
of over 13,500,000 acres. These irri- 
gating canals have proven a good in- 
vestment and are returning an an- 
nual interest of nearly 7 per cent. A 
part of these systems were planned 
by Sir Anthony Cotton, a hydraulic 
enginecr of great ability. This was 
in 18385. His- object was to cover all 
India with a system of canals for both 
irrigation and navigation. Had’ ‘his 
plang been carried out, India would 
have escaped many of her severa 
famines. Some of these canals are 
now used by the English for naviga- 
tion. It is believed that ultimately 
the irrigating ditch wil} banish fam- 
ine from India.
